HAZELTON, Pa., (UPI) — Three stouthearted 
miners, their spirits revived with food, brandy, 
medical supplies, blankets and cigars, today direct­ 
ed rescue operations from a tiny chamber in which 
they were trapped by a mine cave-in last Tuesday. 
David Fellin, 58, a co-operator of the mine in 
which he and Henry Throne, 28, and Louis Bove, 
42, were trapped and nearly given up for dead, 
told rescuers over a telephone line dropped down 
a six-inch hole to stop drilling a second hole. 


“Don’t drive any more holes down,” he said, 
“we’re cribbing (shoring up their cham ber).” 


Earlier he told surface: “when you drill the 
second hole, drill it close to the first one — about 
two to four feet west.” 
Throne told Father Joseph Forgotch, rector of 
St. Mary’s Church, Ringtown, that his and Fellies 
spirits were strong. 
At the same time he told the surface that he 
had lost contact with Bove, trapped in a second 
chamber about 15 feet from his companions. 
Throne reported Bove “ Must have crawled off 
somewhere,” but added: “ in my opinion he’s all 
right. There’s a lot of fight in him.” 
“There’s been no other (rock) fall around him,” 
he added. 


A h ig h -p o w e re d rig already has been moved 
into the area prepara tory to drilling a hole big 
enough to pull the men through. Additional rigs 
and reamers are enroute to the scene, and some 
rescue equipment is being flown in from Texas, 
officials said.

Meanwhile, Mohr dropped the 
trash on the lawn and grabbed a 
garden hose which he sprinkled 
on the fire. Both Union and Capi­ 
tol View Fire Companies respond­ 
ed. 


Flees House 


One occupant, Mrs. F ran Tom­ 
linson, who was still in a brace 
from an injury she received two 
months ago in a fall, fled to the 
home of a neighbor. 


Borough 
Fire Chief Rowland 
Girton, who directed the firemen, 
said the fire was still under in­ 
vestigation but was believed to 
have started in a basement hot 
w ater heater. 


The fire swept up through the 
rear wall and burned a back 
screen porch, a first floor apart­ 
ment, one second floor apartm ent 
and the third floor apartm ent.

inches in 
diameter, 
graduatlly bore it out to 28 inches 
and then slip a steel pipe casing 
through it. 


The three were first contacted 
late last night through the tiny 
hole, which was drilled yesterday 
in a last-ditch effort to locate the 
men. 


Gene Beaver of Frackville, the 
first member of the rescue team 
to hear them, said: “ I got weak 
when I heard them. It was like 
hearing a voice from the dead.” 


Gordon Smith, deputy state sec­ 
retary of mines, said that he 
“ damned near fainted” when he 
learned that the three were alive. 
He was the person who decided 
to try to locate them by drilling 
after additional rock slides had 
forced rescuers from the shaft. 
On.Friday, when some state and 
federal officials 
suggested that 
the rescue operation be abandoned 
and the pit filled in, Smith, m ak­ 
ing his own calculations and con­ 
sulting other experts, chose the 
spot to start drilling 
into the 
ground. 


State Secretary of Mines H. 
Beecher Charmbury said, “ thank 
God we hit it the first try.” He 
credited Smith with figuring out 
where to drill in the "needle - in - 
the - haystack” operation. 


The men were imprisoned in an 
area about 330 feet from the en­ 
trance to the 380-foot shaft. The

Once lights are available, res­ 
cuers said, Fellin would be able 
to advise them on where to begin 
boring the second six-inch hole. 
To Enlarge Hole 
Later one of these holes could 
be enlarged to 12 inches and 
would be gradually reamed out 
to 24 and 28 inches before it’s 
large enough to bring the men 
to the surface. The final hole will 
be cased with m etal piping. 
Contact with the miners came 
shortly before midnight as the 
six-inch shaft broke through into 
the chamber where the men were 
entombed. 
The decision on where to make 
the boring was the responsibility 
of Gordon Smith, deputy state 
secretary of mines, who has been 
on the scene from the start of 
rescue operations. 
Smith risked his life daily go­ 
ing down into the original mine 
shaft before that method was 
abandoned by additional rock and 
coal slides. 
At 9 p.m. 
Friday Smith re­ 
ported another m ajor slide had 
occurred. 
At 
11:30 
p.m. 
he 
reached the decision to drill from 
the surface. He went back below 
the surface to m ake m easure­ 
ments. Later at the surface he 
talked with local miners familiar 
with the area and studied draw­ 
ings of the mine itself. He then 
decided on the spot to drill. 
An old-time m iner at the scene 
explained that when a steeply- 
sloping mine shaft gives way the 
wooden support beams and huge 
pieces of rock and coal often jam 
in the tunnel leaving a pocket be­ 
low. The danger is that any dis­ 
turbance might shake the block 
age loose again. 
The collapse, apparently caused 
when wooden beams shoring up 
the walls and ceiling of the shaft 
gave way, clogged a 100-foot-long 
section in the middle of the mine 
with coal and rocks. 
Authorities said the space in 
which the men were trapped was 
located about 331 feet from the 
entrance of the steeply sloping 
shaft, which is 380 feet long. 


Weary rescuers had almost lost 
hope of finding them. Accumula­ 
tions of gas, which had hampered 
rescue operations, made officials 
pessimistic that the three would 
be found alive. 


By the end of the week, federal 
and state officials indicated they 
felt there was little chance of res­ 
cuing them.
